How the Government Information Services Help Industry 


by M. H. Lovell, Director, Overseas Press Services, Central Office of Information. 
This article describes how the Central Office of Information in London collects, processes and transmits news 


about British industry to United Kingdom Information Officers abroad. The article on page 127 describes how 
the Information Officer at one of H.M. Embassies feeds this material to the Press and other makers of opinion. 


received firm inquiries from . . . etc.’ A small, continuous and 

significant flow of letters reaches the Central Office of Informa- 
tion from firms in this country containing, in some such words as 
these, acknowledgement of successful publicity. 

Heartening? Yes. Important? Again, yes — but principally when 
they are viewed in the context of the total of industrial publicity sent 
overseas by the Government’s Information Services. 

In these days it is perhaps not necessary to explain in detail why 
the Overseas Information Services include a considerable amount of 
publicity material about industry and commerce. For years past the 
services sent from this country to United Kingdom Information 
Officers throughout the world have included news items, photographs, 
TV material and so forth all aimed at helping to sustain within the 
public mind an attitude favourable to British trade or to the purchase 
of British goods. 


The Principal Functions 


This is one of the three purposes which Ministers and committees 
advising Ministers have long regarded as the principal functions of 
the Official Information Services, namely: to help to support and 
explain British foreign policy ; to preserve and strengthen the Common- 
wealth; and to promote British trade abroad. Moreover, it is obvious 
that no true picture of the United Kingdom as a great nation engaged 
for its livelihood in trade could be presented to the world without 
inclusion of considerable detailed reference to its development of new 
products, new processes, new advances in technology. The picture 
should also naturally include mention of the successes of British 
traders engaged in the continuous business of the ‘hard-selling’ of 
goods, the negotiating and working out of contracts. 

It is not surprising therefore that in recent years, under the guidance 
of the Board of Trade, about one-third of all the material which the 
Central Office of Information sends to Information Officers abroad 
has dealt with the fields of industry, commerce, science and tech- 
nology. All this is a continuing support to British traders and their 
agents. With the expansion of the services in recent years, the increase 
of the number of information posts overseas and at the same time 
the deliberate pinpointing of material to suit particular markets and 
targets overseas, the distribution of this material has simultaneously 
been expanded. In the case of visual information, films, television 
film, etc., the proportion is nearly 40 per cent. of the total output in 
these media. 


"TD vesiee IN PART to the publicity you have given us, we have 


The supply of information material in one medium and another to 
some 340 posts in over 100 territories is a formidable task in itself. 
Material which is intended to assist trade promotion must of necessity 
be concrete, be concerned with particular new products, develop- 
ments and so forth. A description of work carried out, for instance, in 
connection with the construction of a steel works overseas or a large 
bridge must be accurate. It must additionally contain no claim which 
cannot be fully substantiated. 

I have been asked to give an indication in this article of the way in 
which the Central Office tackles the task of gathering and processing 


trade promotion material. ‘The complexity of the task can be easily 
realised when one thinks of the many thousands of British firms large 
and small and of the proportion of them engaged in exporting some 
product or service. There is an infinite variety of British trade to all 
parts of the world. Some products are of particular interest to par- 
ticular areas. Some firms engaged in the export trade are bound by 
area agreements and it 1s necessary to take into account their trading 
interests. In addition, there are thousands of trainees who come from 
different parts of the world (e.g. under the Colombo Plan) to learn in 
various industries in this country techniques which will enable them 
to pursue a career in their own country. The story of these trainees can 
be of value in giving a picture of the liveliness, the diversity, the 
modernity of British industry. ‘Thus the task of gathering the necessary 
information is a two-fold one. It involves officials searching into 
industry and into the press which is interested in industry to obtain 
suitable leads for stories, to obtain ideas for photographs, to learn of 
industrial films in the making. At the same time it calls for help from 
ae itself. Help a os form of valuable staff-time, of advice, of 

acilities to visitors, of cheap or free photographs, of cheap or free 
prints of film. And this the Central Office of Eabeienetein receives in a 
generous and increasing measure as the importance of this facet of the 
Overseas Information Services has come to be more and more widely 
appreciated by industry itself. 

One of the major channels for items having a bearing on industry, 
science or research, are the Overseas Press Services which in the 
course of a month will normally carry some 1,350 such items. This 
incluces a special daily airmail service, British Industrial and Trade 
News, which is distributed to a very large number of posts. In addition 
to these items, the Overseas Press Services will supply in the course of a 
aes more than 1,200 feature articles on industrial and scientific 
subjects. 


Publicity from Hundreds of Firms 

How is this considerable quantity of material gathered? In 
first place, there are staff at headquarters etiieniali' engaged in hem 
task who receive publicity material from literally hundreds of British 
firms. ‘They also visit factories and take part in facilities arranged by 
the publicity sections of firms and come back with stories which may 
be of general interest or of particular interest to one region of the 
world. Secondly, the Regional Officers of the Central Office of 
Information throughout the United Kingdom are themselves in touch 
with large numbers of firms and are continuously on the lookout for 
stories so that in the course of a year they contribute about a quarter 
of the total of items distributed. In this work they are often aided by 
the Regional Export Officers of the Board of Trade. The editors in 
London are also able to search the press, including the trade and 
technical press, for leads for many stories. They also have available 
the news agency teleprinter services such as those of the Press Associa- 
tion, and Universal News Services. Whatever the source, the greatest 
care 18 taken to check items for accuracy and to take into account a 
number of considerations which are important in publicity overseas 
which may not be so important in the case of publication at home. 

For instance, all superlatives have to be looked at very closely.

A new radio directed television system for airfield applications,

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“The biggest’, ‘the smallest’, ‘the thinnest’; such expressions are 
potentially dangerous. They may indeed be accurate but it is the fact 
that if an Information Officer secures publication of an item containing 
any such superlative in a country overseas and the journal which has 
published the information subsequently receives a letter from an irate 
local firm — or one of its friends — explaining that the British product 
is not the first in the field or the smallest or the toughest, but ad- 
vancing its own claim instead, then the reputation of the Information 
Officer’s supply of material is damaged to a quite considerable extent. 
Again, there is the question of the interest of firms in particular 
markets and their lack of interest in others. It will not be of particular 
pleasure to an exporting firm to receive an inquiry from the Far East 
if it is in no position at the moment — or for one reason or another 
does not wish — to expand its export trade in that direction. Another 
matter which can cause difficulty and which requires examination is 
the question of manufacture under licence. Where it may be often 
entirely reasonable for a product to be described in this country as 
British when it is a result of development work on a basis of a foreign 
licence, in the case of publicity overseas it is highly desirable that the 
basic licence should be mentioned, particularly if there is any question 
of limitation of sales areas. Timing is also important for there is often 
a lag between the original announcement of some new product or 
process and the availability of goods in distant markets. Too early 
publicity can be potentially embarrassing or lead to fruitless inquiry. 

The essential in any story is that it should be able to stand in its 
own right and that it should somehow contribute to Britain’s prestige. 
It is of the greatest help to the Overseas Press Services, as indeed to 
the Central Office of Information as a whole, if an important develop- 
ment by a particular firm can be made known to the editors in advance 
so that they can consider with the firm how best to make use of the 
information. 

This is especially true where there is any possibility of making a 
film, to take its place with the 7,000 reels of film on industrial subjects 
which are sent abroad each year; or in the Television Newsreel going 
weekly to 29 countries. It is no less important for the photographic 
services, sending out nearly 50,000 industrial subjects every year. 
Advance information from firms is often the key to the most effective 
publicity.

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How the C.O.I. Press Material is Placed in Western Germany

The preceding article described how information about British industry is collected and transmitted from London. 

In this article a United Kingdom Information Officer tells how the material is used in his territory. The resources 

of United Kingdom information posts abroad vary, as also do the media available for dissemination of material, 

and it is not suggested that this description of the work in Western Germany applies in every particular to all other 
countries abroad. 


supply the Central Office of Information with material about 

your latest products and processes and you have received 
inquiries from Germany, the chances are that the British Information 
Services (B.I.S.) in Bonn have been instrumental in establishing a 
first contact which may bring you profitable business and expand 
your overseas sales. 

It is not altogether surprising that the number of inquiries traceable 
to the work of the British Information Services in Germany has 
been steadily rising over a long period, because among its many-sided 
activities, industrial and commercial publicity takes high priority 
and produces some of the most rewarding results. 

The job of the British Information Services in any country is to 
ensure that British policy and the British point of view are known 
not only to those in authority, but to the public at large. That is 
primarily the political side of the picture and many well-tried 
channels are used to make certain that the British case does not go 
by default. 

When it comes to trade and industry, it is the job of the B.I.S., in 
close co-operation with the Commercial Department of the Embassy, 
to achieve maximum publicity in Germany for British products, 
inventions and achievements, and to boost the steadily rising trade 
between the two countries. 

Publicity is in many respects a commodity -— though more 
perishable than some — and requires as much attention to marketing 
as the product it publicizes. Publicity, like commerce, is also a 
highly competitive business; material from scores of countries and 
all branches of industry compete for the economic columns of news- 
papers and the pages of the trade press. 

In order to stand a fair chance in this competitive field, publicity 
material has to be served up in a manner which will not only meet 
the customer’s requirements, but also help to overcome sales 
resistance. This means that material received from the C.O.I., our 
main source of supply, has to be adapted to local conditions before 
it can be released to the press and radio. Moreover, the output of 
the C.O.I1. covers the whole world and obviously not all of it will be 
suitable for the German market. 

Once a selection has been made-and this is part of the daily 
routine — the question of translation and editing arises, since very 
few publications in Germany are prepared to accept material in 
English. We have a very competent team of translators who are able 
to cope with material from a large variety of industries. But when it 
comes to highly technical material, which requires specialized know- 
ledge, we call on expert outside assistance. 

A variety of publicity media is available to carry the finished 
product to the right target, according to whether it is a news item

of general or limited interest, a detailed description of a new machine 
or process, possibly with graphs and illustrations, an article dealing

with the development of a specific industry or British participation 


in a trade fair in Germany. 

Material from the C.O.I. is received by Hellschreiber (a radio 
teleprinter), by telex, by air or by surface mail, according to the 
urgency of the information. A teleprinter metwork connects the 
British Embassy in Bonn with the six Consulates-General in Germany 
(Hamburg, Hannover, Dusseldorf, Frankfurt, Stuttgart, Munich) 
and with Berlin. At each of these posts, an Information Officer, 
working closely with his Commercial colleague, is the area salesman, 
so to speak, for most of the fast-moving material put out each day 
by the headquarters in Bonn. A daily bulletin of news and informa- 
tion goes out from these posts not only to the large number of 
provincial newspapers (Germany to all intents and purposes has 
no national press), but every item of commercial interest will be 
sent to the appropriate trade paper in the area. This service is made 
up from material received in the daily transmissions of the London 
Press Service and items from the C.O.I.’s Air Mail Service of 
British Industrial and Trade News. An average of 50 of these 
econornic and industrial items are selected and translated into German 
every month. Anything of outstanding importance or urgency received 
first thing in the morning will be with our seven posts in the field 
in an edited German version by about 11 a.m. 


Not only is this material available to every publication in Germany 
to which it could conceivably be of interest, but the reputation of 
the B.1.S., built up over the years, is such that we can invariably 
rely on our material being read by the man who is the final arbiter 
between publication and the waste-paper basket. 


The Economic Service 

Next in importance for our commercial publicity operations comes 
our fortnightly Economic Service, which is also largely based on 
C.O.1. material, but is aimed at a different class of reader. The 
Service is divided into three parts: Government statements and 
special articles on British economic policy and articles on particular 
branches of British industry; industrial news, giving details of British 
products and services; news about trade fairs in the United Kingdom 
and about British participation in trade fairs in Germany. 

This Economic Service has a circulation of some 450 copies per 
issue and is sent to economic editors, chambers of commerce, trade 
and industrial organizations and a number of individual firms. The 
Service is not distributed indiscriminately: every recipient has 
confirmed that he wishes to be supplied with the material, and the 
circulation is carefully checked each year. 


Some 70 copies of this Economic Service are sent to addresses in 
Switzerland, supplied by the British Embassy in Berne. In addition 
the stencils are sent to the British Embassy in Vienna where they 
are run off again and distributed to recipients in Austria. Thus the 
Service covers all the German-speaking countries of Europe. 


Longer articles dealing in greater detail either with new develop- 
ments in a particular industry or with a specific new product or 
process are handled by the feature section of the B.I1.S. which runs 
a daily service for the German press under the title of ‘British 
Features’. This service covers not only trade and industry, but every 
aspect of British life and opinion. It is unique in that it is operated 
on a commercial basis and, apart from carrying official material, 
acts as syndicating agent for a number of British national newspapers. 
It is obvious that feature material which is paid for (newspapers 
pay their customary linage fee according to their circulation), is 
more effective than free distribution because the customer will not 
buy the article unless he is interested in it. On this basis ‘British 
Features’ record between 200 and 250 reprints of articles in the 
German press each month and the proportion of commercial, 
industrial and technical items is about 40 per cent. 

Feature material of this kind cannot, of course, be given the same 

neral distribution as the material included in our daily service. 
In the first place there are only a limited number of specialized trade 
magazines interested in any particular item. Moreover, each one of 
these publications insists on exclusive rights. Although, therefore, 
such features are reproduced only once, they appear in the one 
paper read by the people interested in the particular subject. It 
follows that the proportion of our resources devoted to the single 
publication of commercial and industrial features is as great as that 
allocated to a feature of general interest, which may see as many as 
six or eight reprints. 


wer 
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The ‘British Features’ service does not end here. Trade papers 
are encouraged to ask for articles on British themes of their choice 
and these are then supplied through the various units of the C.O.I. 
who commission expert authors for the particular subjects. Many 
German publications avail themselves of this facility. 


Next on the list of media for commercial publicity work is our 
fortnightly review of British affairs, Englische Rundschau. With a 
circulation of 15,000 copies, over two-thirds of which are sold, this 
publication reaches a wide cross-section of readers, including many 
firms and commercial organizations. Two pages are devoted regularly 
to industrial and economic affairs, with special attention to new 
products and processes. Readers write in regularly to ask for the 
addresses of manufacturers or agents. 


Lastly there are two activities which help to keep Britain’s name 
to the fore in the trade world. First we maintain a large library of 
films, nearly all of which are supplied by the C.O.1. and many of 
them deal with commercial subjects. These are dubbed into German 
and distributed to interested authorities and organizations throughout 
the country. Secondly, under arrangements made by the C.O.I., we 
send every year to the United Kingdom a party of German economic 
editors to learn about the latest thinking and techniques in Britain’s 
economy and industry. This is an exceptionally valuable exercise 
because the impressions gained are of lasting benefit to our trade with 
Germany. 

What is the sum total of successes derived from all these activities 
which keep a large staff busy all the year round? Commercial and 
industrial publicity is not handicapped to the same extent as other 
information work by the lack of a reliable yardstick for the results 
achieved. Whilst it may be difficult to gauge the effect of an article 
on, say, British foreign policy, the potential buyer who reads about 
a new piece of machinery or about a new process which might reduce 
his costs reveals himself by asking for the address of the supplier. 


We have for some time made it a practice to include the name and 
address of the manufacturer in each commercial item issued. As a 
result, many potential customers communicate direct with the 
British manufacturers. In addition, we receive 30 to 40 inquiries 
a month, asking for further information or details. In such cases the 
manufacturer receives a notification from our Commercial Depart- 
ment offering assistance in the promotion or sale of his product. 


Each month, apart from the sales of ‘British Features’, our posts 
trace some 150C industrial and economic items re-printed from our 
daily service. This is, however, not the full extent of our influence, 
since we can scan only a small proportion of all the publications 
which we service. 


Not an Advertising Agency 

There is no doubt that British commercial and industrial publicity 
gets an excellent showing in the German press and that, in conse- 
quence, German importers know what Britain can supply. It is for 
this reason that we regard this particular side of our work as being 
so rewarding. At the same time we are constantly on the lookout 
for improvements in our service and are always striving to adapt 
our methods more closely to the customers’ requirements. 


Of course, the B.I.S. are not an advertising agency and there are 
limits to the kind of material we can handle. The commodities we 
distribute are news, information, publicity and prestige, with the 
emphasis on news and information. The material we distribute 
normally requires a news peg of some kind: a forthcoming trade fair, 
a new piece of machinery or an improvement of an existing one, 
a new manufacturing process or an important invention which opens 
the way to new developments. It is not always easy to define the 
dividing line between publicity and advertising. It is our aim, how- 
ever, to prime the pump with publicity, leaving the pressure to be 
maintained by advertisement. At the same time we are only too 
pleased to help the representatives of British firms with their 
publicity problems in Germany. We can advise on the translation 
and presentation of publicity material. We can recommend suitable 
advertising agencies, appropriate newspapers and trade journals 
and the names of useful press contacts. In short, we can help to 
ensure that the right material reaches the right people. We are also 
glad to assist in the organization of press, radio and TV coverage 
for demonstrations, press conferences, receptions and exhibitions, 
etc.

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Stronger Reserves and Higher Exports are Needed to Offset Changes 


in World Trade 


A CALL for stronger reserves and higher exports was made by 
Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, in a speech 
to the Merseyside branch of the National Union of Manufacturers in 
Liverpool on Tuesday. The President said: “The main purpose of 
economic policy must be to obtain maximum output without inflation. 
In recent years we have achieved a remarkable degree of price stability, 
which we must strive vigorously to maintain. But there can to my mind 
be no doubt that the first objective of our policy now must be to 
achieve a more rapid and more consistent rate of economic growth. 


“The results in recent years, taken as a whole, are in some ways 
disappointing. It is wrong to underestimate what has been achieved. 
Since Mr. Butler five years ago set our target as doubling the 
standard of living in twenty-five years the purchasing power of the 
community has risen even faster than this. Industrial production 
during the same period has risen by nearly 2} per cent. per annum. 
This is good progress, particularly in a society where living standards 
are already high and where more leisure may therefore tend to be more 
attractive than more income. But it is disappointing measured against 
the quickening pace of science and technology in industry and the 
massive rate of capital investment that we have now achieved. “We 
must increase our rate of economic growth, and particularly our rate 
of sales abroad, if we are to ensure that our rising prosperity is made 


secure and that we are able to match up to our full responsibilities in 
the dangerous modern world. 


‘People sometimes talk as if it was the Government’s deliberate 
policy to restrain production for restraint’s sake or to follow what is 
called a “‘stop, go, stop’’ policy. Of course, this is untrue. No Govern- 
ment would deliberately aim at a rate of output less than the maximum 
achievable without danger to our currency. Nor would any Govern- 
ment deliberately take action to vary the level of demand up or down 
if this were not made necessary by economic circumstances. We must 
never forget that we are all of us by deliberate choice trying to run the 
economy fiat out all the time. This means that we are operating on 
very narrow margins. There are, moreover, some increasingly 
rigid elements in our economy. The level of public expenditure 
demanded by publicly approved policies is high and rising. 
“We have learned from experience to discard the belief that capital 
expenditure can be readily varied as a regulator in the economy. 
This means that in order to avoid the dangers either of inflation or 
deflation we have had to take rather more stringent measures in those 
parts of the economy where it is possible to have flexibility.’ 


It was suggested that the solution to the problem of more rapid 


and more consistent economic growth might lie in greater planning, 
continued the President. For his part, he saw no philosophic or

doctrinal objection to planning. The problem seemed to him essen- 
tially a practical one — what is to be planned and who is to do the 
planning. ‘Whether it be the policy of the Government or of an 
individual firm that we are considering, intelligent planning is, 
of course, an essential basis and I have no doubt that both in Govern- 
ment and in industry we can strengthen and improve our planning 
systems. 

‘But we must also be aware of the limits of planning. It is a mistake 
to try and plan the unplannable. People who do generally finish up by 
trying to fit the facts to their plan, rather than adapt their plan to the 
facts. In a free enterprise society, where the consumer exercises a 
considerable variety of choice, the pattern of production is bound to 
follow the pattern of demand. Consumer demand by its nature cannot 
be planned at home and even less abroad. We must, therefore, be 
ready always to adapt ourselves to changing circumstances. 


‘It seems to me that what is needed as well as better planning by 
Government and by industry is better prediction by all concerned. 
While much has been done to overcome booms and slumps, we have 
still not eliminated the old cyclical problems. Orders for capital 
equipment, for example, still come in waves at an interval of several 
years. Surely much would be gained if this could be made more 
consistent. Then there is the problem of stocks, which to my mi.d is 


one of the most difficult and intractable still to face us in the Western 
Economy. 


‘We cannot help being disturbed at the wide fluctuations that take 
place in the demand both for raw materials and for semi manufactures, 
fluctuations that far exceed the demand for finished articles by the 
consumer. Both here and in the United States the most unstable 
element now in our economic growth is the rate of stock accumulation. 
If better planning by Government and industry could help to even out 
these peaks and troughs, much waste would be avoided and much 
greater strength put into our economic system. But it is easier to 


state these problems than to solve them. 
Danger of Central Forecasting 


‘In a competituve system manufacturers cannot be expected to pool 
their plans with those of their competitors. Central forecasting too is 
liable to the danger that when mistakes are made, they are made on the 
grand scale. But I believe that the time is now ripe for Government 
and industry together to examine some of these problems within the 
context of our free economy to see whether by co-operation and 
forethought more stable and more rapid growth can be achieved. 


“The influence of changes in the world economic scene upon our 
own position is acute and often immediate. We can never eliminate 
this entirely and become masters undisputed in our own economic 
house. But we can and should try to cushion ourselves against the 
sharper effects of changes in the level of world trade, prices and pro- 
duction. This can only be done by strengthening our reserves and 
increasing the proportion of our national product that we sell abroad. 


“The problem of our reserves is still a very serious one. Sterling is a 
currency that is almost unique. It is not merely a domestic currency. 
It is a reserve currency and an exchange currency on a scale only 
rivalled by the dollar. The reserves we need to back sterling must be 
on a level that takes account of this special position. They are clearly 
inadequate still. Yet with the heavy and growing calls on us for capital 
in every form, from export finance to overseas aid, it is difficult to see 
how we can expect to earn from our current surplus year by year, 
however well our exports expand, enough to make large additions to 
our reserves over and above financing our necessary capital outflow. 

‘This problem is essentially one aspect of the world liquidity 
problem. How can we ensure that the volume of cash available for 
international transactions, that is in effect gold and convertible 
currencies, is enough both to permit a steady growth of the total 
volume of world trade and to ensure that countries have adequate 
resources to tide over temporary difficulties without resorting to 
restrictive measures? It is a problem both of the total size and of the 
distribution of liquid assets held by the trading nations.

“We cannot expect any great change in the amount of newly mined 
gold becoming available. The most rapidly expanding source of world 
liquidity is the International Monetary Fund. This has now very large 
resources at its disposal and it is ably led and directed. It should be 
possible for the Fund to take an even more active part in financing 
world economic growth. In its early stages the Fund was, for various 
reasons, rather inhibited in its activities, and since then the idea has 
developed that if a country borrows from the Fund it must be in 
serious trouble. It seems to me that it is most important for us all that 
this impression should be eliminated. Otherwise the value of the Fund 
itself is clearly greatly limited. 


‘Surely it should be looked upon as something akin to an inter- 
national bank and countries should, if they wish to, be able to 
vary their position with the Fund to meet fluctuations in their trade 
position, just as businessmen are able to vary their position at their 
bank for the same reasons. In neither case, of course, should temporary 
borrowing be used as an alternative to solving any deep-seated or 
lasting deficiency, but equally it seems foolish not to make use of all 
temporary borrowing facilities available for the purpose for which 
they are designed. 

“The second way to cushion ourselves against the sharp effects of 
fluctuations in world trade is by increasing the volume of our exports. 
I believe progress is being made in harnessing all the resources of 
Government and industry to the export drive. This is essentially a 
problem that cannot be solved by any gimmick, a problem that Govern- 
ment cannot leave to industry and industry cannot leave to Govern- 
ment. We all have our separate responsibilities and our collective 
responsibilities too. 


‘I think it is undeniable that high rates of direct taxation, particularly 
on those responsible for the direction and management of business, act 
as a discouragement to additional effort and risk-taking, and it may well 
be that this is particularly true of venturing into new export markets. 
But I do not think it would be right to do as is sometimes suggested 
and make special tax concessions on profits earned from the export 
trade. 


‘Quite apart from the difficulty of devising any scheme that would be 
effective and would be accepted generally as being fair, to introduce 
any special tax concessions of this kind would be to break international 
agreements which we have deliberately entered into in recent years. 
If we did so, it is certain that our competitors would do the same and 
in the end none of us would be any better off. 


‘It is the duty of the Government to ease the way for the exporter 
by fighting against trade barriers overseas and by providing com- 
mercial intelligence services, credit insurance, trade promotion 
activities and many other forms of assistance. It seems to me it is the 
duty of all engaged in industry, employers and workpeople alike, to 
make the best use of all available export opportunities by keeping our 
quality high, our costs low, our deliveries consistent and by realizing 
that unless we sell as hard and persistently as our competitors, we 
shall not succeed,’ 


Export Council for Europe 


FACT-FINDING MISSIONS composed of leading business men and 
industrialists drawn from the 30 members of the Export Council for 
Europe are to be sent to Europe to confer and work in close co- 
operation with the commercial representatives of the British 
government, British trading interests, existing importers of British 
goods and all other appropriate bodies. 

Nine teams of three men will leave during February to visit 
Britain’s six partners in the European Free Trade Association 
(Austria, Denmark, Norway, Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland) and 
also France, Italy and Spain. The remaining ten countries covered 
by the Council will be visited by similar sized missions in May 
and June. 


Discussions on the spot will be on the basis of a questionnaire 
covering market needs; competition from other countries; questions 
of price, quality and design; and study of successful British export 
efforts as well as investigation of complaints where these are well 
founded. The advisability of inviting buying missions to visit the 
United Kingdom will be explored.

‘Export Action Now’ Committee Welcomed by 
President 


A WARM WELCOME on behalf of the Government to the new 
effort that the Institute of Directors are making to add strength to 
the export drive was made by Mr. Reginald Maudling, President 
of the Board of Trade, at the meeting of the Institute of Directors’ 
‘Export Action Now’ Committee, at Church House, Westminster, 
London, S.W.1, on January 11. 


More than 400 ideas and suggestions for increasing British 
export consciousness have been received by the new Committee, whose 
chairman, Mr. C. O. Stanley, asked the 800 businessmen, M.Ps, trade 
unionists, advertising and public relations specialists present to send 
in their ideas. 


Mr. Maudling said that since the Prime Minister’s meeting on 
July 18, 1960, much progress had undoubtedly been made. There was 
a far greater general recognition of the need for more exports and there 
was evidence of a growing determination on the part of businessmen 
to tackle the difficulties involved. These problems were essentially 
ones that must be solved by co-operation between the Government 
and industry. 


‘We have been strengthening and improving the services of the 
Board of Trade and the Export Credits Guarantee Department at 
home and abroad and making these facilities more widely known and 
used,’ he continued. ‘Every suggestion for further improvement is 
seriously studied. The F.B.I., the A.B.C.C. and the N.U.M, are all, 
through their organizations throughout the country encouraging 
greater effort in exports and the sharing among their members of 
knowledge and experience in export matters. 


“The formation of the new European Export Council and the expan- 
sion of the Dollar Exports Council to cover the whole Western 
Hemisphere are further examples of the results of this co-operation. 
I am sure the Institute of Directors also can make a very great con- 
tribution to this urgent national problem and I am delighted that you 
are starting your efforts in such a vigorous and determined spirit.’ 


Export Drive by Electrical Manufacturers 


Tue British Electrical and Allied Manufacturers’ Association, 
representing one of Britain’s major exporting industries with exports 
totalling nearly £300 million a year, is taking the initiative in a big 
overseas drive. 


Following the successful Export Sales Conference for manufacturers 
of domestic electrical appliances last year, which was attended by the 
President of the Board of Trade, exports of electrical household goods 
have increased by 25 per cent. to nearly £30 million in the eleven 
months up to November 1960. 


A meeting representative of the whole industry was organized by 
BEAMA in London on Tuesday, at which over 130 export managers 
and senior executives met in ‘closed’ session to examine the export 
position critically amongst themselves and to discuss ways of possible 
co-operation including arrangements for joint selling, market research 
and exhibiting of complementary products. 


BEAMA is also preparing an export directory with a circulation 
of over 15,000 copies to overseas buyers. This will include a reference 
section in Russian in addition to four other foreign languages. It is 
intended that this directory will become a standard reference book for 
buyers all over the world. 


Next month BEAMA are collaborating with the Board of Trade 
in the largest collective display of British domestic electrical appliances 
yet staged in Europe. This will be at the International Household 
Goods and Hardware Fair at Cologne, where the Association has 
secured three adjoining island sites in a prominent position near the 
main entrance to the fair. A contingent of about 30 sales executives 
from the industry will spearhead this assault on the Continental 
market. 


BEAMA celebrates its golden jubilee this year by giving top 
priority to furthering the export drive. 
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Britain’s Standard of Living Depends on Our Export Trade 


THE VITAL IMPORTANCE to our living standards of maintaining 
a favourable ‘balance’ of trade by increasing exports was emphasized 
by Mr. Selwyn Lloyd, Chancellor of the Exchequer, when he 
addressed the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce in Liverpool on 
January 10. The Chancellor said that between the first nine months 
of 1959 and 1960 the total value of imports increased by 16 per 
cent.; expressed as an annual rate this represented an increase of 
£635 million. More than two-thirds of this increase was in materials 
for industry: imports of basic materials increased by 18 per cent. 
(£163 million per year) and imports of semi-manufactures by 31 
per cent. (£282 million per year). The increases in food, beverages 
and tobacco and in fuel were relatively small. Imports of finished 
manufactures rose rapidly, but acounted for only about a quarter 
of the increase in the total, i.e., £159 million. Within the field of 
finished manufactures consumer goods accounted for only £55 
million: the remainder were mainly plant and machinery, vehicles, 
ships and aircraft. 


While forecasts must be uncertain there were a number of circum- 

stances which suggested that imports were now at or near a peak. 
Stocks of materials for industry, which were run down in 1958 and 
the early part of 1959 had probably been rebuilt to an adequate 
level, so that imports for stock building were likely to fall off. 
‘ “The period of sharpest increase in imports of materials and 
manufactures was at about the end of 1959, and recently imports of 
finished manufactures and of semi-manufactures have shown little 
or no tendency to increase. Imports of basic materials, although 
rising to the third quarter, seem unlikely to continue upwards for 
long. There is nothing wrong with a high level of imports which goes 
with a high level of economic activity. The question is whether we 
can pay for them. 

“This brings me to the pause in exports’, went on Mr. Lloyd, 
“The Government are frequently accused of overindulging in 
exhortation on this topic. I am not going to exhort anybody today. I 
am very glad to know that the President of the Board of Trade is 
coming up next week to meet the newly formed F.B.I. North 
Western Export Club. I will not anticipate what he has to say. I 
certainly won’t indulge in exhortation. I will simply point out that 
no one in the world owes us a living, and if we don’t earn it by hard 
work in this field, the standard of living in this country will go down. 
It’s goodbye to dreams of expansion and social progress. 

“Then there is the question of rising costs. I think that it is absolutely 
right that the wage earner should get a share in the proceeds of 
increased productivity. But when talking about production, we 
sometimes get our emphasis wrong. It is not volume so much as 
cost that matters. I am talking of the country as a whole. To push 
up the quantities produced irrespective of what it costs does not 
really help us in the world. What is needed is constant effort by all 
the partners in industry to reduce cost, to create an atmosphere, 
in which restrictive practices are seen to be old fashioned and the 
whole emphasis is on saving labour or increasing efficiency and on 
being competitive. Farfrom that being a threat to full employment it is 
the only way to maintain it. 

“That is why I hope for restraint over wages, prices and profits. 
If we get inflation again at home —and there are danger signals — 
three consequences will follow: 


(i) we shall price ourselves out of our export markets; 
(ii) es living on smal] fixed incomes will suffer great hard- 


(iii) chee wages increases themselves will lose their value. 


“You may say, we know all this, we’ve heard it all before. What we 
want to know is, what is the Government going to do about it. That 
is a fair question although before answering it, we must be clear as 
to what matters are suitable for Government action. In the inter- 
national field, it is a proper Government responsibility to take action, 
in concert with other nations, to get rid of any imbalance in inter- 
national payments that could lessen the amount of finance available 
for world trade. 

‘One thing we have done recently in this connection was advance 
our repayments to the International Monetary Fund and repurchase 
sterling — helpful to the dollar and to liquidity generally. We have 
also made our views on the persistent German surplus very clear

to the German Government and we hope that they will take effective 
and early action to redress the position. Over Sixes and Sevens, we 
are still trying to get negotiations going. 

“What of the increase in imports? There it would be wrong for the 
Government to think in terms of increased tariffs or quantitative 
restrictions. That would not help our own export trade. We have 
however by our credit policy tried to keep demand at home within 
bounds. I do not believe in a complicated system of physical controls. 
I prefer monetary measures, i.e., restrictions on credit and fiscal 
measures through the Budget, which hold back consumption. In 
the last Budget my predecessor did something to restrict consumption, 
ee his last six months as Chancellor did quite a lot to restrict 
creait. 

‘On the whole these measures have fulfilled their purposes and 
slowed up the pressure of demand at home. I will relax these 
measures as and when I can in the interests of the economy as a 
whole. That is what I have to watch, not particular interests. I have 
already authorized two reductions in Bank Rate, but for international 
rather than domestic reasons. 

‘Summing it all up, I think that we must try to persuade our 
people that they must look to themselves rather than to the 
Government to solve these problems. The Government can guide 
and control; it cannot by legislation sell exports or increase 
production at lower costs. 

‘I would define our principal needs for 1961 — determination to 
modernize our industrial practices — the will to work — (on this the 
Government always has a part to play in considering whether the 
burden of taxation is rightly distributed) —the will to export — the 
will to forgo some current consumption in the interests of invest- 
ment — the realization that there is a limit to what can be provided 
from the public purse. 

‘Finally, a clear view of where we want to go as a nation. At home 
we do not want a Society to which the State is the universal provider 
with precise equality enforced for everyone, whatever their talents 
or however hard they work. Abroad weno longer rule - we have 
something more difficult to do -to influence and lead or guide. If 
we are to do this only the very best is good enough in production 
and salesmanship, in professional and business standards, in the 
services and diplomacy, in all we do overseas’. 


U.K. Contribution to Colombo 
Plan 


Tue Commonwealth Relations Office announced on January 12 
that since the inception of the Colombo Plan to the end of June 1960 
the total value of external assistance directed to the countries of 
South and South-East Asia on an inter-governmental basis amounted 
to over £2,857 million. In 1959-60 the value of such assistance 
amounted to over £625 million. 

The Report* shows that since 1951 the United Kingdom had 
guaranteed capital aid and technical assistance amounting to nearly 
£171 million and had actually spent almost £147 million. During 
the year 1959-60 Britain spent £444 million compared with about 
£30 million the previous year. 

In the field of technical assistance, United Kingdom expenditure 
since 1951 has been just under {6 million and Britain is committed 
to a further £863,355. In the year ending June 1960, the United 
Kingdom spent £1,156,000 under this head compared with {71,058,000 
in 1958-59. In April 1956, Britain allocated a sum of £9 million for 
technical assistance over the next seven years and so far just over 
£4 million has been spent. 

Since the Colombo Plan started 3,272 students have come to the 
United Kingdom for training and on ‘June 30, 1960, 604 were in this 
country. Just over £588,000 was spent on training during the year, 
bringing the total since 1951 to £2,566,000. 

Since 1951, 385 experts have been sent to countries of the area at a 
total cost of ‘£1, 585,000. Forty were sent in the year 1959-60 at a 
cost of £289,688. The cost of equipment for training and research 
purposes during the year was £278,309 and this brought the total 


under this ae since 1951 to £1,779,000.

After eliminating normal seasonal variation, United Kingdom 
exports in the fourth quarter were 2 per cent. more than in the third 


quarter.

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E.C.G.D. ‘Commercial’ Business Record in 1960 


DURING 1960 the Export Credits Guarantee Department insured 
more export business than ever before under its ‘commercial’ 
insurance scheme, a total of £694-5 million. 


Although the shipments declared for export in the last quarter 
of the year were £5 million less than in the corresponding period 
in 1959, the year’s figures showed an 8-8 per cent. increase over the 
previous year’s {638-2 million. 

In the field of large capital goods the new business insured during 
the year amounted to £103-2 million, compared with £86-7 million 
in 1959. This new business in the last quarter of 1960, totalling 
£26 million, included electrical equipment ({£7°3 million), textile 
plant and machinery ({4-1 million), sugar refinery plant (£7:1 
million), fishery vessels ({2-0 million) and aircraft (£2°3 million) 
Countries for which large capital contracts were insured during 
the quarter included the U.S.S.R., Argentina, Japan and the Sudan. 


Formal Quarterly Statement 


The following details relate to E.C.G.D. ‘commercial’ business 
(under Section 1 of the Export Guarantees Act 1949). 


The number of short-term policies current at the end of the 
fourth quarter of 1960 was 5,232, compared with 5,112 at the 
beginning of the quarter, and 4,852 at the end of the corresponding 
quarter of 1959. 

The face value of short-term policies current at the end of the 
quarter was {718-4 million, compared with {699-3 million at the 
beginning of the quarter, and {643-9 million at the end of the 
corresponding quarter of 1959. 

New medium-term business to the face value of £26-0 million 
was transacted during the quarter, compared with {17-7 million 
in the previous quarter and {10-6 million in the corresponding 
quarter of 1959. 

The gross value of all short-term and medium-term insured 
business (including external trade) declared as shipped during the 
quarter amounted to £173-8 million, compared with {180-2 million 
in the previous quarter and {178-8 million in the corresponding 
quarter of 1959. 


Statutory Return 
During the quarter the Department assumed liability: 

(a) under Section 1 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949 (as 
amended by the Acts of 1951, 1952, 1957 and 1959) up 
to a maximum of £51,685,144 in respect of guarantees 
amounting to £81,766,221; 

(b) under Section 2 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949 (as 
amended by the Acts of 1951, 1952, 1957 and 1959) up 
to a maximum of £17,684,551 in respect of guarantees 
amounting to £25,500,192. 


Economic Adviser to H.M. Government 


SIR ROBERT HALL, Economic Adviser to H.M. Government, is 
retiring from the public service in April. To succeed him the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, with the approval of the Prime Minister, 
has appointed Professor A. K. Cairncross, at present Professor of 
Applied Economics, University of Glasgow. Professor Cairncross 
will take up his appointment on June 1. 


During the war Professor Cairncross served in the Civil Service 
and became Director of Programmes at the Ministry of Aircraft 
Production. He was economic adviser to the Board of Trade from 
1946 to 1949, and economic adviser to the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation (O.E.E.C.) 1949-50. 


Economic Secretary to the Treasury Visits Denmark 


Mr. ANTHONY BARBER, Economic Secretary to the Treasury, is 
visiting Denmark from January 17-22 to discuss Anglo-Danish trade 
matters, with particular reference to the European Free Trade 
Association. He will have informal talks with Mr. Jens Otto Krag, 
the Danish Foreign Minister, and with other members of the Danish 
Government. He will also have discussions with Danish industrial 
leaders. 


In the course of his engagements, he will address the British 
{mport Union and the Danish Foreign Policy Association. 
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E.C.G.D. Accounts for the Year 1959-60 


THE ‘TRADING ACCOUNTS and Balance Sheets, 1959-1960’, pub- 
lished on January 16, show that during the financial year ended March 
31, 1960, the Export Credits Guarantee Department increased its credit 
balance on cumulative account for commercial business (Section 1 of 
the Export Guarantees Act, 1949) from £15,486,881 to £20,478,232. 
This balance represents the ‘underwriting reserve’ in respect of risks 
underwritten and outstanding at that date amounting to some 
£550,000,000. 

Premium income for the year was £6,633,808 (compared with 
£6,143 ,469 in the previous year). Operating expenses were {1,361,923 
(compared with £1,185,324). Claims paid amounted to £5,084,809 
(compared with £6,973,963) of which it is estimated that about 
two-thirds will eventually be recovered. Recoveries during the year 
amounted to {3,690,016 (compared with £3,469,286). 

Guarantees given ‘in the national interest’ (Section 2 of the Export 
Guarantees Act, 1949) ‘for the purpose of encouraging trade with 
countries outside the United Kingdom’ amounted to £47,000,000 
(compared with £55,000,000); arrangements made under the same 
Section ‘for the purpose of rendering economic assistance to countries 
outside the United Kingdom’ involved liabilities in respect of prin- 
cipal and interest of £57,223,787 (compared with £30,735,750). 

In the account for ‘encouraging trade’ a surplus for the year of 
£481,490 (compared with £547,082) resulted in a credit balance on 
cumulative account at March 31, 1960, of £3,320,436 and in the 
‘economic assistance’ accounts a credit balance for the year of £35,810 
(compared with a deficit of £16,641) resulted in a credit balance on 
cumulative account of £235,856.

THE BOARD OF TRADE announce by Notice to Importers, No. 964 
dated January 19, that as already announced, the Open General Import 
Licence dated May 25, 1959, has been further amended with effect 
from January 10, 1961. Copies of this amendment (No. 10) can be 
obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches. 


The effect of this amendment is that in future individual licences 
will no longer be required to import watches and watch movements 
of a value exceeding £5 each (not including the value of any strap, 
bracelet or similar attachment) from the Relaxation or Dollar Areas. 


The following change should be made in the Summary of Import 
Licensing Regulations published in Notice to Importers No. 910 
(as amended by Notices to Importers Nos. 920 and 951): 


In Part I of the First Schedule under the entry relating to 
watches and parts thereof, add the following in italics: 
Watches and watch movements of a value exceeding 
£5 each (not including the value of any strap, bracelet 
or similar attachment). 


The amendment of che import licensing regulations dealt with in 
the preceding paragraphs applies to stop-watches as well as to all 
other watches. The following paragraphs set out the import licensing 
arrangements in 1961 for stop-watches which do not tell the time 
of day of a value not exceeding £5 each. 


A quota of £50,000 c.i.f. has been established for imports of 
these stop-watches from all countries (outside the Scheduled 
Territories) other than: 


Albania, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Germany (Soviet Zone), 
Hungary, Japan, North Korea, North Vietnam, the People’s 
Republic of China, Poland, Roumania, and the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 


Applications are invited from traders who imported stop-watches 
of a value not exceeding £5 each during 1960. Such applications 
should be accompanied by returns of imports in the following form: 

“The value of stop-watches which do not tell the time of day, 
of a value not exceeding £5 each imported from the Relaxation 
and Dollar Areas and cleared through Customs by me/us acting 
on my/our own behalf or by a clearing agent on my/our own 
behalf, during the calendar year 1960 was £............6.cccceceeceees 


As the new quota arrangements provide for some increase in 
imports, applications will also be considered from other importers 
who can establish a direct interest in the trade for a share in any 
outstanding balance of the quota. 


Applications for licences should be made on form TIP/A (or 
ILB/A) and sent to reach the Board of Trade, Tariff and Import 
Policy Division, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, not later 
than January 27, 1961.

Printer-Slotter for Iceland 


Simon Engineering Ltd., announced recently that the first Simon- 
Hooper printer-slotter to be delivered to Iceland was installed at 
the Reykjavik factory of Kassegerd Reykjavikur Ltd., Iceland’s 
only corrugating plant. The machine is a two-colour model capable 
of handling corrugated board up to 50 in. by 1034 in. at a speed of 
248 sheets a minute. It is fitted with a number of extras including 
motorized ink fountains, automatic wash-up equipment, hand-hole 


cutters, semi-automatic lubrication and a variable-speed delivery 
belt. 


TV Equipment for Venezuela 


An order for over £100,000 worth of additional television equip- 
ment for one of two commercial TV networks in Caracas, Venezuela, 
has been placed with Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Co. by the joint 
owners, Corporacion Venezolana de Television C.A. and American 
Broadcasting Company International. The transmitters and associated 
equipment to be provided and installed by Marconi’s will enable 
the station to establish a network service extending over the nearby 
Valencia-Maracay—La Victoria area and westwards to Barquisimeto 
and Maracaibo (a distance of about 400 miles). Marconi’s also 
designed, manufactured and installed the original equipment for the 
station which was built in 1953. Equipment to be provided under the 
new contract includes three vision and three sound transmitters. 
The order was obtained through English Electric de Venezuela whose 
offices are in Caracas, while Mr. D. G. Smee, manager, broadcasting 
division, Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Co. went to New York from 
the Marconi-headquarters in Chelmsford, Essex, for the final 
negotiations. (Both Marconi’s and English Electric de Venezuela 
are members of The English Electric Group of Companies). 


Power Station Equipment for South Africa 


Pretoria City Council have awarded the contract for the circulating- 
water pumps for their Rooiwal Power Station to Dowson and Dobson 
Ltd., of Johannesburg, the South African agents for W. H. Allen Sons 
& Co. Ltd., of Bedford, who supplied the circulating-water pumps 
for the City’s existing power station. The new Rooiwal Power 
Station is fifteen miles north of the City of Pretoria. The contract, 
which is valued at £104,751, is for three Allen 54 in. horizontal- 
spindle double-suction pumps with 1,150 h.p. driving motors and 
associated valves, pipes and auxiliary equipment. The Consulting 
Engineers are Merz and McLellan of London and Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne. 


Shock Mounts for Canada 


A £5,000 export order for Barrymount shock mounts has been 
obtained by Cementation (Muffelite) Ltd. The mounts are to be used 
in military vehicles of the Canadian Army for stabilizing V.H.F. 
telecommunication equipment. The V.H.F. units and ancillary 
equipment are being manufactured in the United Kingdom. A 
similar order from the Australian Government was completed by 
the company last year. 


Diesel Hopper Barges for Australia 


Richard Dunston Ltd., have been successful in obtaining an order 
from the Melbourne Harbour Trust Commissioners, Australia, for 
two diesel hopper barges. The hopper well will have a capacity of 
1,050 tons of spoil. Six vertical independent hydraulic rams control 
the 12 hopper doors which are arranged six a side, each ram handling 
one pair of doors. The propelling machinery will be a ‘Mirrlees’ 
6KLSSDM developing 1,098 b.h.p. at 275 r.p.m. and will give the 
vessel a service speed of about 10 knots. Spacious accommodation is 
arranged aft and provides for the crew working a three shift system. 


Welding Machines for U.S.S.R. 


Rediweld Ltd., a subsidiary company in the Rediffusion Group, 
have received from the Techmashimport Purchasing Agent of the 
U.S.S.R. an order for twenty automatic welding machines for the 
welding of plastics, which has been completed recently. The value 
of the order is approximately £4,000. Rediweld Ltd., have developed 
automatic equipment for the welding of plastics in the course of the 
last few yeers.

Buses for Portugal 


Lisbon Electric Tramways Ltd., who already operate a fleet of 
more than 300 A.E.C. buses, have recently ordered a further 30 
‘Regent’ V double-decker buses from A.E.C. Ltd. These will supple- 
ment the fleet of more than 200 ‘Regent’ double-deckers already 
running in Lisbon. The new vehicles will be fitted with A.E.C. 
Monocontrol gearboxes and powered by the A.E.C. 11:3 litre oil 
engine. 

Farm Tractors for Greece 


A scheme to produce farm tractors in Greece fitted with diesel 
engines supplied under licence by a British company has been 
approved by the Greek Government. An order for 850 three-and four- 
cylinder Perkins agricultural diesel engines has been placed with 
Perkins Engines Ltd., of Peterborough. The tractors —35 h.p. and 
55 h.p. models — will be known as the Petropoulos P35 and Petro- 
poulos P55. ‘The project has been launched by Petros Petropoulos 
& Co., Athens, Perkins’ distributors in Greece for a number 
of years, who plan to market the tractors in Greece. It is planned to 
assemble 1,000 tractors during the first year in an up-to-date plant 
in Athens. An ultimate production of about 2,000 tractors a year is 
envisaged. ‘The engines will be supplied from Peterborough and the 
long-term contract between the British and Greek companies provides 
for a gradual build-up of components produced in Greece. 


Communications Equipment for Canada 


The Racal Organization of Bracknell, Berkshire, announced 
recently that they have received three major orders through their 
agents in Canada, Instronics Ltd., of Stittsville, Ontario, from the 
Department of Defence Production. These have a total value of 
£560,000. The largest order covers installation equipment for vehicle- 
borne military radio stations. This equipment, designed by Racal in 
collaboration with the Signals Research and Development Establish- 
ment, consists of control and distribution boxes for the radio sets and 
intercommunication systems of the vehicles, together with micro- 
phones and telephones. Nearly five hundred communication receivers 
have been ordered for the Canadian Forces. 


Pipeline Equipment for India 


Cathodic Corrosion Control Ltd., in association with Indian 
Cathodic Protection Co. Private Ltd., of Bombay, have been awarded 
the contract for the pipe coating inspection services and the cathodic 
protection of the 720 mile crude oil pipeline from Nahorkatiya to 
Barauni in Northern India. The contract has been placed by the 
Burmah Oil Co. (Pipe Lines) Ltd., on behalf of Oil India Pty. Ltd. 
This major pipeline was planned to develop oil concessions in the 
Nahorkatiya, Hugrijan and Moran areas of the Brahmaputra Valley 
in Upper Assam and to transport the crude oil from the wells to 
refineries which the Government of India plen to establish at Noon- 
mati, near Gauhati, in Assam, and Barauni, tn the State of Bihar.

Textile Machinery for Pakistan 


James Mackie & Sons Ltd., of Belfast, makers of machinery for 
flax, hemp, jute and man-made fibres, have secured the major part 
of an order placed by the Pakistan Industrial Development 
Corporation for the machinery for four new jute mills to be erected 
in East Pakistan. 

It is understood that some 75 per cent. in value of the contract 
had been awarded to Mackies. The balance of the machinery, valued 
at about £500,000 will be supplied by three textile engineering works 
in Scotland, Thomas C. Keay Ltd., Dundee (and its subsidiary, 
The Lawside Engineering & Foundry Co. Ltd.), James F. Low 
& Co. Ltd., of Monifieth, and Giddings & Lewis Fraser Ltd. 
(formerly Douglas Fraser & Sons Ltd.), Westburn Foundry, 
Arbroath. 


In the first nine months of 1960 Pakistan bought United Kingdom 
textile machinery worth £1,259,000 against £342,000 in the 
corresponding period of 1959. 


Gas Works Equipment for Australia 


Woodall-Duckham (Australasia) Pty. Ltd., have received an order 
for further carbonising and ancillary plant at the Osborne Works of 
the South Australian Gas Company. The order, which is valued at 
approximately {A 200,000, includes the extension of the existing 
bench by the addition of a further ten 3? ton intermittent vertical 
chambers, a second waste heat boiler, extensions to the chamber 
house with the provision of an electric lift, and a gas washer and gas 
condenser each of three million cubic feet per day capacity. 


Walking Dragline for Canada 


Another order, worth $1$ million from Canada for an electrically- 
driven walking dragline to be used for coal stripping, this time in the 
Maritime Provinces, has been received by Ransomes and Rapier of 
Ipswich, a subsidiary of Newton Chambers & Co. This contract has 
been placed by D. W. and R. A. Mills, coal contractors, of Minto, 
New Brunswick, having been negotiated by the manufacturers’ 
distributors, Gill & Co. of Saint John. The walking dragline is 
designed specially for open-cast mining operations. 

Building Construction in Africa 

Richard Costain (Africa) Ltd., who built the Kariba township, 
have been awarded a £300,000 contract to enlarge and improve a 
number of the houses. They will provide permanent accommodation 
for the staff, both African and European, who operate the power 
station. The work will be carried out piecemeal since the township 
is permanently occupied. The clients are Federal Power Board of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland. The consulting engineers are Gibb, Coyne 
& Sogei (Kariba) (Pvt.) Ltd., in association with W. D’Arcy 
Cathcart, Creasy & Fothergill on the architectural side and C. S. 
Parsons and Partners on the quantity surveying side. 
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Tanker Chassis for Portugal 


A.E.C. Ltd. announced recently that further orders from Portugal 
include requests for three ‘Mandator’ long-wheelbase load-carrying 
chassis, and a ‘Mammoth Major’ six-wheeler for the Companhia 
Portuguesa Dos Petroleos B.P. This vehicle, which will be built as a 
rigid tanker, and will also haul another tanker mounted on a draw-bar 
trailer, is similar in specification to 14 A.E.C. tankers already 
operating for the Sacor Oil Company in Portugal. The week’s 
European orders were rounded off with a call for two A.E.C. heavy- 
weight ‘Mandator’ chassis for customers in Switzerland. One will 
operate as a tractor and the other will be built as a rigid tipper. 


Road Construction Equipment for Lisbon Airport 

A ‘Crush-Ranger 1107A mobile crushing plant, made by 
Frederick Parker Ltd., of Leicester, has been sold to the Spanish 
contracting firm which is to undertake the work of extending Lisbon 
airport for jet liners. The work is scheduled for completion by the end 
of January 1961. The firm, Dragagens e Construcoes Lda (also known 
as Draconsa) of Lisbon paid about £20,000 for the plant which will 
produce crushed stone for the project. 


Bakery Plant for Russia 


Baker Perkins (Exports) Ltd. has received a contract for plant 
to handle and store flour in bulk in Moscow No. 3 bakery. The new 
plant, when complete, will be similar to many built in bakeries 
throughout the United Kingdom by Baker Perkins. It will have a 
total storage capacity of 420 tons and will include five automatic 
weighers with a mechanism for recording every load weighed. The 
Russians will make the steel storage silos and supply the pipework 
to Baker Perkins’ drawings. Storage of flour in bulk is a compara- 
tively new development in Britain and has taken place over the last 
ten years. Large road tankers deliver the flour from the mill and 
discharge it automatically into giant containers in the bakery. 


Soil Stabilization in Nigeria 


A £250,000 sub-contract for stabilizing the base of a road in 
Nigeria has been awarded to The Cementation Co. Sixty-five miles 
of the road, which will run from Shagamu to Benin City in the 
Western Region, are to be treated. Work on the sub-contract will 
start next March. It will take about three years to complete, with 
work actually in progress during approximately four months of 
each year. Specialist ‘single pass’ equipment will be shipped from 
the United Kingdom. The method of soil stabilization employed 
by Cementation involves pulverization of the soil, its mixture with 
cement, lime or bitumen, and compaction of the mixture to maximum 
density while at Optimum moisture content. Borini Prono & Co. 
(Nigeria) Ltd. are the main contractors for the road, which is being 
built for the Federal Ministry of Works & Surveys, Lagos. 


Machine Tools for Russia 

David Brown Industries Ltd. announced on December 2 that 
orders worth £500,000 have been received from Russia by the David 
Brown Machine Tool Division, Manchester, for precision gear 
hobbing machines. Several of the machines ordered are equipped 
with electronic accuracy control systems developed by the David 
Brown Machine ‘Tool Division in collaboration with E.M.I. 
Electronics Ltd. of Hayes, Middlesex, and with the National 
Engineering Laboratory of Kilbride, Scotland. 


Oilfield Vehicles for Rumania 

A fleet of special oilfield trucks valued at over £26,000 has been 
ordered from Leyland Motors Ltd., by Technoimport of Bucharest, 
the Rumanian state vehicle import authority. The contract calls for 
six Leyland Super Hippo EH.8BL models, powered by 150 h.p. 
Leyland 0-680 diesel engines. They are six-wheeled vehicles with a 
wheelbase of 22 feet and are to be fitted with Darlington model 
24 winches. 


Shipyard Construction ,Work in Israel 

Edmund Nuttall, Sons & Co. (London) Ltd., in partnership with 
The National Engineering Co. Ltd., of Haifa, Israel, has been 
awarded a contract valued at I£3 million by Israel Shipyards Ltd. 
to construct the first stage of Israel’s first shipyard. The work 
includes a quay and two building-ways and will take a year to 
complete.

World exports of manufactures which had shown little change 
between the first and second quarters of 1960, allowing roughly 
for seasonal variation, increased only very slightly in the third quarter 
of the year. This slowing down in the rate of increase in exports of 
manufactures since the early months of 1960 was most apparent in 
the European countries, including the United Kingdom.

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World exports of manufactures at U.S.$38,630 million in January- 
September 1960 were, however, some 18 per cent. higher than a 
year earlier. Each of the exporting countries shared in this higher 
level of trade. The biggest rises on a year earlier were in Italy’s 
exports, about 48 per cent., and those of France, 28 per cent. United 
Kingdom exports were up by some 9 per cent., about half the average 
rate of increase for all manufacturing countries. The United States 
and Western Germany each increased their exports by the world 
average of 18 per cent.

Missions to U.S. for Management 
Teachers 


THE EUROPEAN PRODUCTIVITY AGENCY is to continue during 
1961-62 the organization of study visits to the United States for 
management teachers. Participation will be on an award basis and all 
teaching and research staff at universities, colleges and management 
training centres will be eligible. 


Long term missions of from nine months to one year are offered to 
junior teachers and research workers (aged approximately 25-35) in 
business administration or related subjects (e.g., economics, engineer- 
ing, social sciences). The programme will include a course at Indiana 
University for the academic year 1961-62 and short visits to other 
universities and training centres. 


Short term missions ranging from six weeks to four months are 
open to more experienced full time and part time teachers (aged approxi- 
mately 30-50). Programmes for these missions will be designed to meet 
the individual needs of participants. 


All applicants must have completed their formal university studies, 
have some years teaching experience and be willing to commit them- 
selves to teach for three years on their return from the United States. 
Preference will be given to candidates who can show that they have a 
teaching position open to them. 


The Agency will meet tuition fees and travel expenses within the 
United States and will pay daily allowances at the rate of $12 per day 
to short term participants and to long term participants while on field 
trips and of $8 per day to long term participants while in residence. 
All other expenses must be paid by participants or their sponsoring 
organization. Selection of candidates will be by United Kingdom 
selection board on which the Agency will be represented. Final 
nomination will rest with the Agency’s Director.

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FINAL ESTIMATES for the third quarter of 1960 show that the 
capital expenditure of manufacturing industry rose substantially, 
tiy 31 per cent., compared with a year earlier; expenditure by ‘other 
industries and services’(b) rose rather less —- by 12 per cent. Taken 
together, these two broad groups of industries show a third quarter 
(1960) increase in expenditure, compared with the same period of 
1959, of 23 per cent. at current prices and 21 per cent. at 1954 prices. 
By comparison with the second quarter, the combined seasonally 
adjusted figure (at 1954 prices) shows a rise of 5 per cent., made up 
of an increase of 11 per cent. for manufacturing industry (a slight 
downward revision of the figure published at the provisional stage) 
and a fall of 5 per cent. for ‘other industries and services’ (a slight 
upward revision of the figure published at the provisional stage). 


Manufacturing Industry 


Revised estimates of the actual expenditure of manufacturing 
industry, during the third quarter of 1960, show that it was approxi- 
mately {£265 million, or 31 per cent., higher than in the same quarter 
of 1959, with expenditure on building work up by 48 per cent. and 
expenditure on plant and machinery up by 24 per cent. compared 
with the same period a year earlier. The increase in expenditure, 
over the third quarter 1959 level, at current prices, of the iron and 
steel, vehicle and textile groups of industries, was {26-6 million, 
£10-4 million and £6-9 million, respectively, accounting for some 
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£44 million of the £62 million increase in the expenditure of manu- 
facturing industry as a whole. Among other industries contributing 
to this increase were those manufacturing rubber and various building 
materials. 


The volume of fixed capital expenditure (at 1954 prices) by manu- 
facturing industry was 28 per cent. higher in the third quarter of 
1960 than in the same period of 1959- after being 17 per cent. 
higher than a year previously in the second quarter. After allowing 
for seasonal factors, the volume of capital expenditure (at 1954 prices) 
in the third quarter rose by about £22 million, or 11 per cent., over 
the level of the previous quarter. 


Other Industries and Services 


Total capital expenditure by ‘other industries and services’ in the 
third quarter of 1960 is now estimated to be 12 per cent. higher than 
in the third quarter of 1959, at current prices, and 13 per cent. higher 
at 1954 prices. The provisional figures published a month ago were 
7 per cent. and 8 per cent. higher respectively. At current prices, 
expenditure on plant and machinery rose by 10 per cent., on vehicles 
by 18 per cent. and on new building work by 9 per cent., compared 
with a year earlier. 


Allowing for seasonal factors, total expenditure (at 1954 prices) 
was {7 million (5 per cent.) less than in the second quarter of 1960.

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Strong Recovery in Retail Sales in December 


RETAIL SALES in December are provisionally estimated to have 
made a sharp recovery from the slack ing in November. Estimates 
for individual sectors are not yet available but the indications are that 
most of them showed larger increases over a year earlier than they did 
in November. Trade by food shops seems to have been particularly 
buoyant, and trade by clothing and footwear shops may have recovered 
a little from the small increase on a year earlier shown in November. 
There are some signs also that durable goods shops may not have 
shown quite as large a decrease as they have in recent months. 

The index of the value of total sales in December, seasonally 
adjusted, is provisionally estimated at 114, compared with 109 in 
November. Taken together, November and December show an index 
of 112, the same as in October. 


‘The increase in sales on a year earlier in December was 4 per cent. 
compared with an increase of 1 per cent. in November and 3 per 
cent. in October. Prices in the retail trade sector were a little higher 
than a year earlier, but most of the increase in trade in December was 
probably accounted for by an increase in volume.

World Census of Agriculture 


ON January 12, a short supplementary Census Form will be sent 
by the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food to over 300,000 
farmers in England and Wales, to obtain information for the World 


Agricultural Census, planned by the Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations. 


A representative sample of some 18,000 farmers has already had a 
more detailed form to complete for this world census. This information 
will help the Ministry in compiling details of items omitted from the 
shorter form which the majority of farmers are about to receive. 


The questions in this shorter form relate to the area of the holding, 
ownership, management, water supply and irrigation. Occupiers are 
also being asked to give the name and address of the owner (or 
owners) of the holding and the acreage owned by each. This will 
enable a list of owners to be compiled and will facilitate analysis of 
the structure of the industry on the basis of ownership as well as of 
occupancy. 

Participation in this census is voluntary, but it is hoped that all 
farmers who receive copies of the form will complete and return them 
by the end of this month.

THE VALUE of retail stocks again increased seasonally during 
November 1960 but the increase on a year earlier at 6 per cent. was 
the same as that in October. The 5 per cent. increase on a year earlier 
in the volume of stocks was also the same as that in October. Allowing 
for seasonal factors the level of stocks had been falling from about 
the middle of the year to the end of October, but there was no further 
fall during November.

Retail Trade in Northern Ireland in November 


STATISTICS prepared by the Ministry of Commerce show that the 
total value of retail sales in Northern Ireland in November was some 
1 per cent. higher than a year earlier after having shown increases of 
2 and 3 per cent. in October and the third quarter of the year re- 
spectively. 

Sales by food shops and by clothing and footwear shops showed 
similar increases to those in October but sales by household goods 
shops showed a larger decrease than in previous months.

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Stocks of Manufacturing Industry 


REVISED ESTIMATES of the volume (at 1954 prices) of stocks held 
by manufacturers and distributors confirm that there was a further 
large increase in the third quarter of 1960. The increase amounted to 
£140 million which after allowing for seasonal factors is rather less 
than the increase in the second quarter of the year, suggesting that 
the strong upward trend in the first half of the year may be levelling off. 


Manufacturers’ Stocks 


Final estimates for the third quarter of 1960 show that the total 
volume of manufacturers’ stocks and work in progress (1954 prices) 
rose, after adjustment for seasonal factors, by £119 million or by 
2-7 per cent. 


The increase in total manufacturers’ stocks, at book values, was 
£112 million —- compared with £162 million in the second quarter, 
but this smaller increase (£50 million less) mainly reflects reduced 
prices and seasonal factors. Because of reductions in prices of certain 
materials, more especially textile materials, during the third quarter, 
the volume increase of £106 million in total stocks (at 1954 prices) 
was only {11 million less than the increase in the second quarter. 
Allowance for seasonal factors results in an upward adjustment to 
this third quarter volume figure, following a downward one in the

second quarter, and this produces a larger seasonally adjusted volume 
increase (£119 million) in the third quarter than in the second (£100 
million). The rate of stockbuilding in the third quarter, in manufac- 
turing industry, after allowance for price changes and seasonal 
factors, was thus somewhat greater than in the second quarter. 


After allowance for seasonal factors, about 40 per cent. of the 
volume increase in stocks (at 1954 prices), in the third quarter, was 
attributable to stocks of materials and fuel, with the main contribution 
towards this increase being in the engineering and textile industries. 
An equal proportion (40 per cent.) of this increase was due to a higher 
level of stocks of finished goods, especially in the chemical and 
engineering (including motor vehicles) groups of industries. 


Wholesalers’ Stocks 


The revised estimate of the increase in the volume of wholesalers’ 
stocks is £57 million, slightly less than the provisional estimate. 
Allowing for seasonal factors, the increase is {37 million, more than 
double the increase in the second quarter and larger than any increase 
since the first quarter of 1957. The increase was spread over all the 
wholesale trades but was particularly high in wholesale distribution 
(Minimum List Heading 810 in the Standard Industrial Classifica-

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Production in the Cotton’ Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the cotton industry in November 
was 4 per cent. less than in November 1959. 

Statistics issued by the Cotton Board show that during the first 
11 months of 1960 yardage of cloth woven in the industry was 
1 per cent. less than in the corresponding period a year earlier, an 
increase of 5 per cent. in output of man-made fibre and mixture 
cloths being more than offset by a reduction of 3 per cent. in output 
of cotten cloth. During the same period production of man-made 
fibre and mixture yarns was 3 per cent. more than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1959, but output of cotton yarn 2 per cent. less. 
The quantity of yarn doubled was 8 per cent. more.

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Output of the Wool Textile Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in November 
was 2 per cent. less than in November 1959. According to figures 
issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics, the rate of consump- 
tion of wool in November was 7 per cent. less, and the rate of produc- 
tion of tops 9 per cent. less, than a year earlier but deliveries of worsted 
yarn were 4 per cent. more. Deliveries of woven woollen fabrics 
decreased by 6 per cent. compared with a year earlier, but deliveries 
of woven worsted fabrics were 4 per cent. more. 

During the first 11 months of 1960 deliveries of woollen and 
worsted fabrics (excluding blankets) were 1 per cent. more than in 
the corresponding period of 1959 and total deliveries of worsted yarn 
6 per cent. more. Production of tops in the period January-November 
1960 was 8 per cent. less and consumption of raw wool 5 per cent. 
less than in the corresponding months a year earlier.

Production in the Made-up Clothing Industry 


MANUFACTURERS’ SALES of made-up clothing in November were 
6 per cent. higher than in November 1959, Apart from deliveries of 
overalls and men’s shirts, underwear, etc., which were 6 per cent. 
less, all sectors showed increases compared with a year earlier; 
deliveries of women’s and girls’ tailored outerwear were 9 per cent, 
more and deliveries of dresses, lingerie, infants’ wear, etc., 11 per 
cent. more. Sales of weatherproof outerwear, although lower than in 
the past three months, were 10 per cent. more than in November 1959. 

The index numbers below, which are of manufacturers’ sales at 
constant prices, have been adjusted for the length of the working 
month, but not for holidays or other seasonal factors. Figures 
for individual months are subject to wide seasonal fluctuations and 
should be interpreted with caution.

Orders in the Textile and Clothing Industries 


NET NEW ORDERS received during November by the textile and 
clothing industries considered as a group, though estimated to have 
been at a rate 2 per cent. less than in November 1959, exceeded 
deliveries, and the volume of orders-on-hand at the end of November 
was 4 per cent. more than at the end of the previous month. Deliveries 
in November were at much the same rate as a year earlier. 


There are marked seasonal changes in demand in the textile and 
clothing industries and changes in the rate at which orders are received 
should not, by themselves, be taken to imply similar changes in 
production. They may, for example, lead to variations in the length of 
order books or level of stocks.

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British Brewer’s Enterprise_in 
Belgium 

ALTHOUGH WHITBREADS’ products are now sold in sixty different 
world markets, Belgium is the only country where the local bottling 
of their beers and stout is at present carried out. Every week their 
fleet of road tankers, each with a capacity of 80 barrels, maintains 
a continuous supply of British beer between their brewery in England 
and their bottling plant in Brussels. They are the only British brewers 
to bottle their own beer in Belgium, the country with the highest 
per capita consumption of any in the world. The Belgians are said 
to drink an average of 246 pints per person each year, and the 
brewer’s non-stop service of tankers from London via Dunkirk or 
Antwerp car ferries to Brussels, is doing its best to meet part of 
this demand. Although much of this consumption is satisfied by 
local breweries, the Belgian has acquired a taste for the best English 
top-fermentation beer, and Whitbreads are the biggest suppliers 
in this category. 

Their depot in Brussels, where one million bottles of beer or 
stout are bottled each week, was built in 1907 on the block between

the Rue Francois Mus and the Rue Rotterdam in the Molenbeek 
quarter, with such optimism and foresight that the premises had 
no difficulty in catering for the vastly developed trade of 1960. It 
was fitting therefore that this old established example of British 
enterprise should be one of the first to be honoured with a visit by 
Sir John Nicholls, the recently arrived British Ambassador to 
Belgium. 

On December 7, accompanied by Mr. J. R. Cotton, Commercial 
Counsellor at the Embassy, Sir John Nicholls was shown around the 
plant by Mr. J. S. Peskett, the brewer’s General Manager for Europe. 
They were told that the Belgian customer demanded a clear strong 
pale ale and a good rich stout with the indispensable qualification of 
a creamy froth which must last right down to the bottom of the 
glass; without this froth it was useless to try to sell beer in Belgium. 
In the course of the tour the visitors were shown examples of the 
rigorous methods of quality control on which the brewers insist in 
order to maintain the highest standards of hygiene and quality. They 
were given a clear insight into the whole procedure at the depot, 
with the arrival of the customers’ vans with empties, through the 
operations of filling, labelling, capping and packing for delivery off 
the loading ramps. 

The fact that Whitbreads’ only bottling plant in the world is 
located in Brussels leads the company to hope that, by expanding 
and developing it as a major distributing centre, it will be possible 
to increase the sales of their beers and stouts in the countries of 
the Common Market. 
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The entire organization of the Midland Bank is available to give the 
fullest co-operation in the Government's drive for further exports. 
At the Overseas Branch in London the 
FOREIGN TRADE PROMOTION DEPARTMENT 
is equipped to give practical assistance to businessmen making new 
efforts to extend their export trade.

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Minister of State at the Opening of Nigerian Development Conference 


SPEAKING AT THE opening of the Nigerian Development Con- 
ference in Lagos, on January 14, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, 
Board of Trade, said one of the happiest events in the world in 1960 
was the smooth transition to independence of Nigeria. In the develop- 
ment of its political institutions, Nigeria, in the last 50 years, had 
moved through stages which, in Britain, took nearer 500 years to 
cover. Economically, too, there had been much progress but much 
more remained to be done. 


Mr. Erroll said: “You in Nigeria want to sell more to other countries, 
and particularly to the developed industrial countries, of the com- 
modities which you produce, in order to increase your wealth and to 
enable you to carry further the programmes of economic develop- 
ment and the raising of living standards which your Governments, 
Federal and Regional, envisage. We in the United Kingdom are 
similarly - indeed, even more —- dependent on an expanding world 
demand for our exports of manufactured goods, and we must look 
more and more in the future to an expanding demand in countries 
like Nigeria which in turn can only come as a result of their successful 
economic development. So, apart from all other considerations, as a 
matter of business we both have a real mutual interest in the economic 
development of your country. That is why it has been possible for 
your Government and mine to arrange this Conference, and for such 
a distinguished delegation of British businessmen to attend it.’ 


The contributions which the United Kingdom could make towards 
Nigeria’s economic development could be put under four heads — 
trade, technical assistance, Government grantsand loans and private 
investment. One of the most important ways in which the more 
developed countries assisted the less developed countries was that 
they provided markets for their exports, went on the Minister. We in 
Britain believed that these markets could best be expanded by reducing 
harriers to trade throughout the world, and we had played a leading 
part in the efforts which had been made since the War inthe GATT 
and elsewhere not without a considerable measure of success. 


The United Kingdom bought more Nigerian exports than the rest 
of the world put together and we were by far its most important source 
of supply. The value of the trade had grown more than tenfold 
in a generation. Nigerian exports at one time consisted almost entirely 
of a little palm produce; now she was the world’s largest exporter of 
palm oil and kernels and groundnuts and she exported in addition 
large amounts of cocoa, rubber, cotton, timber, hides and skins, tin 
and columbite ores and concentrates and much besides. 


An increasing part of her exports went to the European Common 
Market, and we knew well the difficulties for Nigeria presented by 
the economic division of Europe. ‘It is our hope that in time ways 
will be found of removing this division, and we shall continue to 
work for this end, bearing in mind the position of our partners in 
the Commonwealth and in EFTA. But it will not be a quick or easy 
task.’ 

Dealing with the second point — technical assistance — the Minister 
said: ‘Obviously it is no use having plant and machinery if you 
cannot use it, and technical assistance covers much besides. Among 
the recent projects undertaken by the United Kingdom Government 
for Nigeria have been a fiscal survey in 1958, the establishment of a 
university in the same year, a survey of forestry resources in 1959 
and a review of the tsetse problem in 1960. We have continued since 
Independence to offer advisory services, experts, training facilities 
and equipment and books for technical training and applied research. 


‘Next comes the financial aid that the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment have been happy to put at your disposal. This is not large in 
comparison with your own contribution (financed largely from your 
increasing trade), but it is, I think, much larger than the contribution 
made so far by any other Government. The total of United Kingdom 
Government contributions in grants and loans towards the economic 
development of Nigeria from the end of the war to the end of the 
current development plans next year is something like £80 million — 
about £50 million in grants and about £30 million in loans.’ Mr. 
Erroll went onto say that Britain had alco made very large contributions 
to other under-developed countries. The total of loans and grants 
made by the United Kingdom Government was about £150 million 
in 1960—-a record year. This included assistance to all the less 
developed independent Commonwealth countries as well as to countries 
outside the Commonwealth. ‘I think you will agree this is a remarkable 
achievement for any country of only 50 million people which is not 
well endowed with natural resources, and is an achievement which 
would not have been possible without our overseas trade.’ 


The fourth way in which the United Kingdom could contribute 
to the economic development of Nigeria was by investment, not by 
the United Kingdom Government, but by United Kingdom private 
industry. The fact that there were limits to Governmental assistance 
abroad underlined the importance of private overseas investment, 
‘and that brings me to the origins of this Conference which, I believe, 
is the first of its kind to be held. It is natural that after Independence 
Nigeria should turn not only to the United Kingdom but also to her 
other friends to see what they have to offer, and we sincerely hope. 
that they will play their full part in assisting Nigeria in the ways of 
which I have spoken — trade, technical assistance and public and pri- 
vate investment. We have come here to-day to see how we in the 
United Kingdom can best take our share in this work.’ 


Continuing, the Minister said the idea of holding this Conference 
began with discussions, some months before Independence, between 
Sir Abubakar and members of the British Government. The ultimate 
objective was to stimulate British private investment in Nigeria both 
by new companies and by those already established there. ‘As a first 
step, I invited the Federation of British Industries to send a strong 
delegation, and they responded with enthusiasm. The delegation 
consists of prominent industrialists, whose views are highly respected 
in British industry, from food and drink, paper, steel, engineering, 
rubber, textile, chemical and construction firms and others, and they 
are led by Sir Norman Kipping who is the Director-General of the 
Federation.’ 

It was true that many countries were interested in the idea of 
investing in Nigeria, and any Government naturally wanted invest- 
ment on its own terms. It was also true that there were many countries 
in which a private investor could invest. He thought it was the desire 
of both our Governments that the British investor should be brought 


more closely together with all those concerned with the economic 
development of Nigeria. 


‘Nigeria is a young country not only im the sense that it is newly 
independent and that many of its resources are still untapped. It is 
full of young people and, as a country, it has the qualities of youth — 
vigour, energy and enthusiasm. And, unlike some other young 
countries, it is showing other great qualities not usually associated with 
youth — wisdom, patience and judgment, and an ability and willingness 
to see the other fellow’s point of view,’ concluded Mr, Erroll.

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Canadians to Visit Britain on Buying Mission 
Two CANADIANS — Mr. A. J. Smith, hardware merchandise manager 
of the Federated Co-operatives Ltd., of Saskatoon, Western Canada’s 
largest co-operative wholesale organization, and his assistant Mr. 
F. W. Benson — will arrive in London on February 3 to begin a two 
weeks, mission searching for hand tools, housewares and hardware 
farm supplies. In addition to attending the International Hardware 
Trades Fair at Olympia from February 6 to 10, Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Benson hope to visit Birmingham and Sheffield during their fort- 
night’s stay in Britain. During their stay they hope to negotiate 
trading relationships, but their main objective is for continuing

business over future years. They also plan discussions with repre 
sentatives of the Co-operative Wholesale Society Ltd., of Manchester 
being interested in goods manufactured by that organization for 
export. 


In Canada recently Mr. Smith had this to say on his proposed 
visit to Britain: ‘Our organization realizes the need to stimulate 
British-Canadian trade as a means of increasing markets for prairie- 
grown wheat. We hope we can further such trade, if even in a small 


way.’ 


Federated Co-operatives is a rapidly expanding wholesale business 
owned by more than 500 consumer co-operatives located in the 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta. Their wholesale 
sale in these provinces during 1960 is stated to have exceeded 
77 million dollars. The organization also owns and operates two 
lumber mills, a coal mine, three livestock and poultry feed plants, 
and a large modern oil refinery. The refinery at Regina, was begun in 
1935 as the first co-operatively-owned petroleum refinery in the world. 


In June last year, the 25th anniversary of the formation of the refinery 
was celebrated. 


The organization supplies consumer co-operatives with a compre- 
hensive range of hardware goods, groceries, poultry and livestock 
feeds, fertilizers, lumber products and builders’ supplies, and a 
complete line of petroleum products. The consumer co-operatives are 
patterned after the methods established by the early co-operators 
of Rochdale, Lancashire, founders of the co-operative movement. 
Federated Co-operatives operate branches at Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
Regina and Saskatoon, Saskatchewan and at Edmonton and Calgary, 
Alberta 


Mr. Smith and Mr. Benson’s visit provides the opportunity to 
British firms to offer their products for co-operative merchandising 
on the Prairies. Largest supplier to the organization at present is the 
United States. 


While in London the two Canadians will stay at St. George’s Hotel, 
Holland Park, London, W.11. 
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British Steel Theme for Central African Trade Fair 


THE COMMONWEALTH RELATIONS OFFICE announce that the 
British Government is to take part in the Central African Trade Fair to 
be held at Bulawayo from May 3-14 next. British Steel will be the 
theme of the exhibit which will be in nine sections dealing with steel 
for structures, power, mechanical engineering, transport, mining, oil, 
stainless steel, agriculture and specialist purposes. The exhibit will 
cover 3,500 square feet. 

A feature of the display will be the pavilion itself which will be 
included in the Steel for Structures section. This pavilion is being 
designed in London for the Commonwealth Relations Office by the 
Central Office of Information, and a model, plans and photographs 
will illustrate the advanced construction methods employed. 

Britain’s place as a leader among the steel-making nations of the 
world will be portrayed in a display showing the historical aspects of 
steel in Britain, the pioneering contribution this country has made and 
the new techniques developed here. 

A central display will illustrate some of the latest processes of drop 
forging, hot and cold rolling, electrolytic-tinning, wire-drawing, 
tube-making, etc. Since 1946 steel production in Britain has doubled, 
and £850 million, has been spent on development. 


Agency Inquiries for Iraq 
UNITED KINGDOM firms sometimes ask the Commercial Secretariat 
of the British Embassy in Baghdad to supply status information about 
Iraqis who have visited them in the United Kingdom and applied to 
become their agents. 

It is suggested that these inquiries should be sent in the first place to 
Export Services Branch, who may have information on record about 
these Iraqi firms. 

The Commercial Secretariat has pointed out that they experience 
considerable difficulty in pursuing such inquiries unless all the 
following items of information can be given: 

(i) The Iraqi’s full name. In case of doubt it is suggested that 
the United Kingdom firm asks the Iraqi inquirer to write it 
down in English and Arabic on a piece of paper which can 
be forwarded to the Commercial Secretariat in Baghdad. 

(ii) Business address and telephone number. A house address is 
not usually sufficient. 

(iii) The name of a bank which can be used as a reference.

Global Quota for Import of Some Wheat 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel of January 4, 1961, announced that 
a global quota has been opened for the import of wheat for sowing 
(Tariff No. 10-01 ex B, Soft wheat and meslin) originating in and 
coming from countries of the convertible franc zone. Licence applica- 
tions must bear the visa of the Office National Interprofessionnel des 
Cereales (O.N.1.C.), 21 Avenue Bosquet, Paris (7), and may be 
submitted to the Direction des Relations Economiques Exterieures, 
8 rue de la Tour-des-Dames, Paris (9), where they will be examined 
as and when they are received. 


Duty Quotas 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel of December 31, 1960, announced 
that a quota of 2,250 metric tons has been established for duty free 
imports of wire rod of fine carbon steel, simply hot-rolled or extruded, 
of a diameter between 4°5 mm. and 5°5 mm. inclusive and having a 
carbon content of between ‘62 per cent. and -74 per cent. (Tariff 
Item 73-15 A (IV) (b) (1)), during the period from January 1 to 
June 30, 1961. 


It was also announced that a quota of 10,000 metric tons has been 
established for the same period within which iron or steel coils for 
re-rolling, not clad, of a width of less than 1:5 metres (Tariff Item 
73-08 A (1)) will be admitted at the reduced rate of 3 per cent. 


To benefit from these measures, imports must be effected under 
certificates endorsed by Le Ministere de I’Industrie, Service de la 
Siderurgie. These certificates, when issued, will be valid until June 30, 
1961. Each certificate may be used for several importations, provided 
they are all effected at the same Customs bureau.

Classification of Foreign Companies 


THE IRAQI Ministry of Trade have announced recently that they 
have given approval to certain recommendations made by a special 
committee appointed to consider the classification of foreign companies 
operating in Iraq and engaged in import business. As a result of these 
recommendations such foreign firms will be issued with identity 
cards by the Directorate-General of Imports and Exports at the 
Ministry of Trade to enable them to carry on their business as im- 
porters, provided they comply with the following requirements: 

1. Foreign companies wishing to operate in Iraq or their agents 
(non-Iraqgis) or foreign persons resident in Iraq wishing to form com- 
panies should import capital not less than I1D.10,000 (ID 1 = {£1 
sterling) and produce a certificate from the Directorate of Foreign 
Exchange proving that they have done so. 


2. The above recommendation will apply to all companies in which 
foreign shareholders hold more than 49 per cent. of the shares, 
i.e., these shareholders should produce a certificate from the Director- 
ate of Foreign Exchange proving that they have imported capital not 
less than ID. 10,000. 


3. The above recommendations will not apply to foreign persons 
who have been residing in Iraq for a period of not less than five years 
and have been engaged in business there for a period of three years, 
having been registered with the Baghdad Chamber of Commerce for 
the same period. Applicants for classification who fall into this cate- 
gory are required to produce documentary proof of their period of 
residence and a statement of account proving that they have a current 
account in one of the banks in Iraq; they should also produce proof 
from the Iraq Income T'ax authorities and be able to show that the size 
of their current account is such that they would be able to undertake 
imports. 

These recommendations came into effect on July 16, 1960. It is 
understood that they will apply to all companies established in Iraq 
from that date. They will not apply in any way to companies which 
have been established in Iraq for five years or more, nor to any foreign 
person resident in Iraq for five years or more and engaged in business 
there for three years or more who may intend to transfer himself 
into a corapany. Whether or not they will apply to companies estab- 
lished in Iraq for less than five years is still under consideration.
